Highway Commission Chairman J. 


B. Lambert said a similar piece of 
machinery would be in operation 
soon on Higliv.T.y 21 near Prescott, 
reconstructing a worn-out asphalt 
stretch. This machine will churn up 
the asphalt, mix it with the clirt and 
a little more asphalt and then spread 
the .lew coaling. 


The roads built by tho equipment 


are cheap (about 87,000 to 33,000 a 
mile) but arc not satisfactory Tor hk;h 
traffic count highways, Mr. Lambert 
said. The roads will not carry more 
than a 1,000 vehicles a day. 


Tho machines are rather particular 


about the dirt too. They won't take 
buckshot. However, (ho department 
believes they will prove satisfactory 
in surfacing many a mile in the 
state's secondary road system. The 
machine pictured on right above is 
an aid to the 'monster.'
